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CITY FINALLY 
SECURES THE 
SANTA ANITA 

Sierra Madre now owns the entire 
water right In the Little Santa Anita 
Canyon, the city having yesterday be¬ 
come the owner of the half formerly 
owned by the Baldwin estate, while 
tlie other half belonging to the Sierra 
Madre Water Company Ih really the 
property of the people of Sierra Madre. 

Mayor Jones yesterday met Senator 
Leslie R. Hewitt in Los Angeles after 
the latter's return from Sacramento 
where he had gone to close up the sale 
of the city's two bond issues voted for 
the purpose of acquiring the Baldwin 
interests, amounting to $60,000. The 
bonds were taken over by the state 
board of control at par and accrued 
interest and the proceeds brought back 
to Los Angeles by Senator Hewitt. The 
amount of the Judgment allowed by 
Judge Conrey in the condemnation suit, 
together with court costs, was about 
$62,(1011. tlie remainder being deposited 
with City Treasurer Max W. Wolff to 
be used for Improvement purposes. 

Judgment Is Satisfied 

Mayor Jones and Senator Hewitt to¬ 
gether went to the office of County 
Clerk Lelande and paid over the 
amount of tlie judgment, securing his 
receipt therefor. The recording of the 
satisfaction of Judgment by (lie county 
clerk is all that is necessary to trans¬ 
fer title to the property to the City 
of Sierra Madre. No deeds from tlie 
heirs or executor of the Baldwin estate 
will be necessary. 

There yet remains one possibility of 
a hitch in tlie immediate development 
and improvement of the property ac¬ 
quired so as to yield the maximum wa¬ 
ter supply available. That is the fact 
that the Baldwin Interests have until 
next Tuesday to tile an* appeal from 
Judge Conrey's decision in the con¬ 
demnation suit. This Is not expected, 
however, as overtures have been made 
for a temporary water supply for tlie 
MeClaughrey place, Indicating that tlie 
Baldwin people expect to take the 
money and give over the canyon water 
supply Immediately. 

Brings Broad Smiles 

Announcement of the satisfaction of 
Judgment, bringing to a close the con¬ 
demnation suit begun by the city three 
years ago, was received witli expres¬ 
sions tif great satisfaction at last even¬ 
ing's meeting of the city trustees. 
President Andrews of the water com¬ 
pany was present to join in the re¬ 
joicing. The immediate addition to tlie 
gravity water supply and the amount 
that can now be developed without 
great expense will lie a boon during 
the remainder of the dry season. 

There yet remain to be sold the $111,- 
non bond Issue voted for Iry the city of 
the water company's property. This 
step was held up pending the comple¬ 
tion of the condemnation proceedings 
on account of the time limit within 
which the Baldwin judgment had to be 
satisfied. This Issue will be disposed 
of within a short time and the entire 
local water supply and distributing 


system will then be in the hands of the 
city. 

Strict Fire Regulations 

Ordinance No. 171 amending the 
ordinance governing bonfires and the 
burning off of lots by making It more 
strict, was adopted, to take effect at 
once. The restrictions imposed are 
(‘numerated here and all citizens will 
he wise to study them and learn what 
Is permissible and what is prohibited. 

It Is unlawful to light, ignite or burn 
.any rubbish, refuse, brush pile or bon¬ 
fire north of Grand View avenue except 
between the hours of (I and 9 a. m. 

In no case shall a lire to burn off a 
lot north of Grand View avenue be 
allowed without a permit from the city 
marshal. 

It is unlawful to light, ignite or burn 
any rubbish, refuse, brush pile or bon¬ 
fire within 25 feet of any building, out¬ 
house, fence or other inflammable 
structure, or in or on any of the 
streets which are already oiled or im¬ 
proved. 

No fire shall be permitted to spread 
or run in grass, weeds, brush or rub¬ 
bish to within less than 10 feet of the 
boundary of the lot on which the fire 
Is started. 

Proposition Accepted 

The communication from the Boaro 
of Trade asking acceptance of propo¬ 
sition of the Pacific Electric for the 
erection of a shelter and comfort sta¬ 
tion at the end or the car line, to be 
maintained by the city, was read. A 
resolution to that effect was adopted at 
a previous meeting of the city trustees, 
and clerk Perry reported that he had 
so notified the company. 

Routine business of several varieties 
was transacted, current bills were al¬ 
lowed and the board adjourned at the 
remarkably early hour of nine o'clock, 
something which has not happened 
within the memory of the oldest mem- 

ber. --- 

SAFER CROSSINGS NEEDED 

As long as we have railway cross¬ 
ings at the grade of our highways, 
said an auto owner and driver to the 
editor the other day, they should be on 
the level and not with the track at 
the crest of a ridge as most of them 
now are. If the track cannot be lowered 
to the proper highway grade the road¬ 
way should be graded up so there 
would be no steep approach and descent 
as is usually the ease. In this way 
most of the collisions between autos 
and trains could be avoided, in his 
opinion. Most of these accidents are 
due to the driver ''killing" his engine 
while trying to manipulate the car over 
the tracks. The auto stops on the track 
and before it can be started again is 
struck by an approaching train. It is 
a thing which may happen to experi¬ 
enced drivers as well as to beginners. 
If the railroad crossings were made 
smooth and even this particular dan¬ 
ger would be eliminated. The plan has 
much to commend it. The only argu¬ 
ment in favor of having the crossings 
slightly elevated is the fact that they 
are thus made more conspicuous, caus¬ 
ing greater care in looking for ap¬ 
proaching trains. But this argument 
Is offset by the present lack of. uni¬ 
formity and by the fact that ample 
warning can be given by means of 
signs. The great number of grade 
crossing accidents has aroused public 
sentiment to the need of some remedial 
measures, but It remains to be seen 
how many sacrificed lives will be nec¬ 
essary to bring about the expenditure 
of money for proper safeguards.

Overshadowed by the Carnegie Solar 
Observatory on Mt. Wilson, which gets 
lots of advertising out of the fact that 
it lias the largest telescope in the 
world, with a larger one in course of 
construction, the observatory main¬ 
tained by the Smithsonian Institution 
of Washington receives little attention. 
It occupies a small building far out 
on the point beyond the Carnegie plant, 
in a situation very similar to the fam¬ 
iliar Echo Rock. In addition to the 
observatory building there is a cottage 
for the family of the man In charge. 
Few of the thousands of persons who 
go to Mt. Wilson ever see it except 
from the trail across the canyon on 
the side of Mt. Harvard, and they re¬ 
gard It as a part of the larger estab¬ 
lishment. Independent solar research 
of a unique character has been carried 
on there for the past seven years and 
some discoveries of vast importance to 
astronomers and meteorologists have 
been made. It is in fact the relations 
of solar conditions to the weather that 
is the object of study. Director C. G. 
Abbott has long been convinced that 
if we knew enough about solar radia¬ 
tion and the laws governing atmos¬ 
pheric absorption of the son's heat 
we could have accurate long range 
weather forecasts. 

So delicate are the instruments used 
in studying the absorption of solar en¬ 
ergy by our atmosphere that temper¬ 
ature cun be measured by the l-500ntli 
part of a degree. 1-ast year when there 
was a volcanic eruption at Mount Kat- 
mai in Alaska tlie volcanic dust was 
carried in the atmospheric curents to 
remote parts of the earth. Its presence 
was noted at the Mt. Wilson obser¬ 
vatory and its effect in retarding the 
sun's rays on their way to the earth's 
surface were noted. The theory has 
been advanced that the cold waves 
which visited the Pacific Coast last 
winter were due to the presence of this 
volcanic dust In the air and .its effect 
on solar radiation, cutting off a large 
part of the normal supply of heat. 

To check up the results obtained by 
Prof. Abbott on Mt. Wilson observing 
stations have been maintained on Mt. 
Whitney in the high Sierras, in Alaska 
and in Algeria. The haze was noted 
as far away as the station in Africa 
and reported about the same time it 
was noticed on Mt. Wilson. In this 
connection the following press dispatch 
from Washington is of interest: 

“That the experiments conducted at 
Mount Wilson, California. Mount aKt- 
mai. Alaska, and Bnssour. Algeria, un¬ 
der tlie direction of Professor C. G. 
Abbott, conclusively establish variabil¬ 
ity of tlie sun in giving out heat. Is 
announced by the Smithsonian insti¬ 
tute in a report just issued. 

“The astrophysics! observatory has 
been making observations on this sub¬ 
ject for seven years, the tirst studies 
having been made at Mount Wilson 
The results obtained at the Southern 
California observatory were so import¬ 
ant that the institution has had them 
checked up with further experiments 
in far quarters of'the world in order 
to make sure that atmospheric 'condi¬ 
tions did not account for the apparent 
variability of the sun’s intensity. 

"In the Smithsonian announcement 
there Is exploded the old theory of 
the solar '‘constant.” which held that 
the sun gave off a fixed quantity of 
heat at all times."

LEAGUE OF MUNICIPALITIES WILL

Professor Jaffa has 
prepared a set of rules and regulations | 
which all exhibitors will have to com¬ 
ply with, and no product will be al- i 
lowed which does not comply also ] 
with all the provisions of the federal j 
and state pure food laws.

Many are not aware, perhaps. | 
that lots of stuff sold as food is com¬ 
posed of filthy, putrid and decomposed j 
animal matter to which strong chemi- I 
cals have been added to arrest further 
decay and disguise the taste. Many 
of these chemicals are poisons, all of j 
which the federal government has 
found to he injurious to the human ] 
s tenth oh. 

Practically all the large manufac¬ 
turers and dealers in honest goods, 
that is, those who comply with the 
strict provisions of the federal and 
state laws -have agreed to participate. 

The manufacturers of impure goods 
and Impure foods and drugs are crim¬ 
inals in every sense of the word, and 
the only way to put them out of busi¬ 
ness is to educate and arouse public 
sent)men/. The exposition opens Oc¬ 
tober 5th and closes October 12th

HEAVY FINES 
FOR BREAKING 
FOREST LAWS 

C W. Henry of Los Angeles who was 
arrested by Forest Ranger Zachau for 
leaving a fire at the foot of the Sturte- 
vant Falls, pleaded guilty before Jus¬ 
tice McDonald on Monday and was 
lined $50. The spot is one of tlie most 
dangerous in the mountains for the 
starting of a lire, being a sort ol' pock¬ 
et where the canyon walls are very 
steep. A short distance down tlie can¬ 
yon are the numerous summer cottages 
of tlie Big Santa Anita and a short dis- 
I tance above is Sturtevant's Camp. 

Forest officers and justices are de¬ 
termined to stump out lawlessness and 
I criminal carelessness in regard to lire 
rules in the forest reserve. The only 
I method seems to be to make the pen¬ 
alties severe enough to be felt and 
dreaded. Where possible the penalties 
have been made to lit the offense. 

Made to Erase Marks 

Recently two Pasadena boys who 
were found to have been painting 
legends of various kinds on the rocks 
were apprehended and compelled to re¬ 
turn to the mountains and paint over 
their work so as to conceal the de¬ 
facement. Such offenders deserve no 
sympathy and the penalty was entirely 
appropriate. 

Two other boys found guilty of 
wrong doing were sentenced to stay 
out of the mountains for one year, 
j They must report regularly to the pro¬ 
bation officer. 

Must Foot the Bill 

The severest penalty imposed this 
year was that given the man found 
guilty of starting the lire- which burn¬ 
ed over several hundred acres in the 
San Gabriel canyon. He had to pay 
the expenses incurred in fighting the 
fire, amounting to about $300. Of 
course the damage to the forest and 
water shc-d can hardly be estimated. 

FOREST FIRE PREVENTION 

b'fcn l-Tanitisou Star: The Mount 
Tamaipais forest fire swept over thou¬ 
sands of acres, and for a time threat¬ 
ened the residents of Mill Valley. Ross 
Valley, and adjacent towns, with de¬ 
struction of their homes. 

Forests, like "a bold peasantry, their 
country's pride, when once destroyed 
can never be supplied;" therefore, they 
cannot be too carefully conserved. 

The devastation wrought by this 
forest fire might have been prevented 
nad proper precautions been taken. 
Its cause is not now definitely known; 
neither are its disastrous effects. 

One thing is certain—the government 
did not maintain an adequate patrol, 
as it should do in all its great forests. 

The Great Basin forest, in the Santa 
Cruz mountains, covering a vast area, 
had but one caretaker last year. That 
forest is in constant danger of destruc¬ 
tion in the summer months, by reason 
of the large number of visitors and 
campers. Should a fire gain headway 
there, the grand trees, some of them 
many centuries old, would be doomed, 
and neither money nor love could re¬ 
store them. 

The lesson taught by the Mount 
Tamaipais fire should be heeded. In 
time of peace—and we need never have 
war—much of our "standing army" 
should be put to useful work in pro¬ 
tecting the forests, and tlie rest—in¬ 
cluding the officers when not on "dress 
parade"—should be put to other useful 
work, such as building better roads in 
the government reservations.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
